Rejected sales that were 
brokered puts the commodity traders in a jam. U.S. corn sales to CHINA have dropped 85% this year, 
according to the National Grain and Feed Association. The lost sales, and the cost of rerouting 
shipments, have cost a combined $427 million. 

Distillers dried grains had to also be rerouted, because they are a byproduct of ethanol production 
used in animal feed. It is an expensive lesson and the NORTH AMERICAN EXPORT GRAIN TRADERS 
have called for the GMO seed sellers, rather than the commodity brokers, to be held liable for the 
financial damages. You read that right. The commodity brokers have called upon SYNGENTA AG to 
stop selling GMO seed to U.S. farmers. 

The SWISS firm's GMO crops are banned in their own country of SWITZERLAND and GERMANY. 
Patented GMO seeds and their agricultural and industrial chemical applications are careening the 
American People into troublous times brought on by oligarchical financier interests, but it is your 
human right to protect your body from harm. 

Call your congressman and senators at the U.S. capitol, 202.224.3121 and complain to your state 
Health Authority that seed companies need to be banned from selling GMO seed to U.S. farmers.

Plant Nanobionics 

By combining plant biology with nanotechnology, Michael Strano, Professor of Chemical Engineering 
at the MASSACHUSETTS INSTITUTE OF TECHNOLOGY (MIT) has achieved Plant Nanobionics by 
pressurizing a solution that included nanoparticles in a syringe. The solution entered through the 
plants' stomata pores on the underside of leaves. The stomata naturally let carbon dioxide in and let 
out oxygen and water. The bionic plants' cells were altered so that their photosynthetic activity was 
increased by 30 percent, in order to do functions that unaltered plants can't do, such as detect 
minuscule amounts of air pollution.

The Patent Trial and Appeal Board 

The Patent Trial and Appeal Board is part of the PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE. It is little known, 
but powerful in its authority. The Board often allows a company embroiled in a lawsuit to skip the 
question of whether it infringed a patent, by challenging whether the patent should have been 
issued in the first place. The Board was launched in September, 2012, as part of the massive patent 
overhaul passed by CONGRESS in 201 1 . 

The Board has received at least 1 ,056 requests to challenge patents. The Board has the authority to 
upend the PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE'S decisions to issue certain patents. It is able to quickly 
invalidate patents that for some reason should never have been issued, because the Board has 
expert judges that understand the chemical science technology. The board can destroy patents 
already issued by the PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE, by taking a skeptical look at patents that 
have added little to the world. 

An example is that the Board removed the guts from the rights of a patent holder who had sued 
Garmin for patent infringement. Gamin had lost in federal court. But when Gamin appealed to the 
Board, Gamin specifically referred to a provision that made the loser of a patent infringement case 
pay the other side's fees. Therefore the Board invalidated key parts of the inventor's patent, and 
Gamin won the appeal. 
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There is a provision in a patent-reform bill moving through CONGRESS, to make patent challenges 
harder to win because the bill, if passed, would allow patent-holders to appeal the PATENT AND 
TRADEMARK OFFICE'S Potent Trial and Appeal Board's decisions to the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
Federal Circuit. The Federal Circuit Court handles most of the nation's appeals in patent cases 
because hardly anyone knows about the other Board and its power to remove key parts of patents.
